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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The deletion in claim 1 8, line 6 of "the same or" would require further searching and/or a further consideration of 
the references of record. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Insertion of "the liquid contacted... is a cell culture 
liquid or fermentation broth" does not overcome the rejection of record based upon Belew et al, or upon Belew et al in view or Prior. These 
limitations were previously recited in dependent claims 6 and 26, which were both rejected over Belew et al. Applicant's urgings that one 
could not have realized the use of the resins of Belew et al for a purification, rather than for a mere desalting method, are unconvincing. 
Each of claims 5 and 18 merely requires that the first chromatography resin "adsorb the antibodies"; this is what the resins of Belew et al 
do. Even if it were granted that Belew et al's resin would merely effect a de-salting, and no other purification, the "second chromatography 
resin" could effect further purification. Thus the over all recited purpose of "purification" would be achieved by the cited prior art.
